Washington, April 2.—(4)—An im- 
pending clash with nationalist au- 
thorities in China ovér responsibility 
for the Nanking anti-foreicn out- 
rages was indicated tonight when the 
state department made public “con- 
clusions” of Consul John K. Davis at 
Nanking, holding nationalist military 
commanders directly accountable for 
what happened. Daris said all eri- 
dence showed that the attackers of 
foreigners were natioralist troops, and 
that the attacks clearly had been 
planned and carried out under orders. 

A statement by Eugene Chen, na- 
tionalist foreign minister, published 
in Nanking, and which denied partici- 
pation of nationalist troops in the at- 
tack, prompted publication of the 
Davis report. 

Claims of Chen. 
attributed the outrages to 
counter revolutionists 
and “remnants” of the defeated north- 
ern forees from which the eity had 
heen taken by the nationalists. He 
protested the bombardment by British 
and Américan war eraft and declared 
hundreds of Chinese had been killed 
by foreign naval guns. 

Davis said seven persons “were 
killed in cold blood by soldiers in the 
uniform of the nationalist army.’ In- 
formation from “a wide range of dis- 
interested sources,” he said, showed 
that only three Chinese civilians had 
been killed in the naval bombardment, 
and that.Chinese military easualties 
could only have been among the forces 
attacking foreigners. 

“The outrages were committed by 
the same troops which were engaged 
in disarming the remnants of the 
northern armies, and they carried on 
their conversations in the dialects of 
Canton, Kiangsi and Hunan provinces 
(all nationalist: territory),’’ Consul 
Davis reported.

white and 29 colored boys were re 
ceived at the school, and 62 white and 
26 colored bovs were discharged.

“Vitally important as are all these 
faets and figures and plans concern- 
ing the physicah equipment of the 
home, they and Jall that the General 
Federation of Women’s clubs is doing 
or will do toward remedying the can- 
ditions that the survey has revealed, 
-are.merely a means to an end, the real 
objective being the raising of the men- 
tal and spiritual standards of the 
American home. Spiritual values and 
‘material equipment are so closely in- 
terwoven that to pull them apart is 
to destroy the fabric. No home, ricn 
or poor, can produce the kind of wvift- 
zens we need, uniess the heads of the 
home, both men and women. have the 
time snd strength and unshakable pur- 
pose to give te their children mental, 
moral and spiritual leadership,.as well 
as proper physical develepment.

Washington, April 2. — Definite 
plans for the new fight to secure 
McNary-Haugen farm legislation are 


ahout to be formulated. George. N. 
J’eek, of Illinois, chairman of the com- 
mittee of twenty-two, who was the 
spearhead of the successful drive for 
Jegislation in the late congress, has 
just left Washington for Chicago. 
There he will discuss the situation with 
other members of the “North Central 
States Agricultural Conference.’’ 

The “conference” is the powerful 
farm body which is waging the battle 
for “a national program to establish 
agriculture on an economic parity 
with other industries,” It represents 
farm organizations in Illinois, Indi 
ana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minne- 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, 
Dakota, South Dakota and 


gota, 
North 
Ohio. 

The ink of President Coolidge’s veto 
signature was hardly dry before mid- 
west farm organizations cleared for 
action, designed to rebuild what the 
veto demolished. Activities have been 
particularly vigorous in Indiana, There 
throughout March daily meetings of 
protest have been held in respective 
counties under the militant chairman- 
ship of William H. Settle, president of 
the Indiana Farm Bureau federation. 
‘These meetings are to be kept up un- 
{il every agricultural nook and cran- 
ny of the state has been incited to 
fresh determination along McNary- 
Haugen lines.

They are plentiful everywhere both 
within and without democracies, aol 
flourish under despotisms which en- 
deavor to repress them. ‘Tyranny usu- 
ally begets the sour or unsound dema- 
gogism which poisons popular move 
ments, 

Yet certain types of so-called dema- 
gogues have their good side. Like Lord } 
; Mayor Wilkes, of London, or Orator 
Munt, of the Chartist Movement, thes 
have sometimes relit the extinguished 
lamps of freedom and lessened the 
people’s intolerable burdens. 

The circumstances which give them 
an opening should also be considere }. 
Genial confidence that things will 
work out for the best and the placid 
assumption that human progress 1s 
assurfd are not always possible im 
men alive to deeply entrenched pubtie 
wrongs. They are sometimes dubbsd 
demagogues, a title which in their case 
‘becomes an honor.

Con 
gress said that as soon as the national 
origins were determined the president 
should give out the figures. and that 
thereafter these figures of national 
origins should be the basis of quotas 
after July 1, next. 


The census bureau went to work. 
They examined the first census, the 
one of 1790, nearly 140 years ago. 
together with much other early datz 
From this they made deductions an] 
prepared an intricate report. The re- 
port was sukmitted to tnree members 
of the cabinet: Secretary of State 
Kellogg, Secretary of Commerce Hoo 
ver, Secretary of Labor Davis. These 
three members of the cabinet trans- 
mitted the report to President Co®l- 
idge, as they were required by law 
to do, and in turn President Coolidge 
transmitted the report to congress. 

Ilowever, the three members of the 
cabinet, in transmitting the estimate 
of national origins, expressed their 
own doubt of its accuracy.

One wonders if the site of the hos-

which follows a Bridge game, 
especially those in which the players 
do not rank in the 
expert class, one 
might be led to 
imagine that over- 
bidding is the great- 
est fault known at 
the Bridge table; 
and that a player 
who does not bid a 
No Trump unless 
he has all four suits 
a suit unless he has 


stopped, nor bid 
the Ace-King-Queen and two others 
with it, is the partner for whom every 
one is looking. But while rash and 
unsound overbidding frequently is fol- 
lowed by very disastrous -results, I 
would unhesitatingly select the part- 
ner who notoriously overbids, rather 
than the one who notoriously under- 
bids. 

Underbidding produces more losses 
than overbidding, although the = dis- 
astrous Consequences of undue timid- 
ity are not so noticeable or obvious 
and consequently not the subject of 
so much comment, as the losses pro- 
duced by undue boldness. For ex- 
ample, a Dealer who holds Ace-King- 
-x-x- of a suit may pass, and his doing 
so may work badly for his side under 


any one of the following conditions: 

(a) The hand may be passed out 
when a bid by Dealer would have pro- 
duced game, or at least a worth-while 
score. 

(b) The pass may permit the ad- 
versaries to obtain cheaply a profit- 
able contract which the. bid would 
either have kept them from naming 
or, getting a raise from partner, have 
forced them to a contract higher than 
they could make. 

(c) The bid may’ suggest’ a lead 
which will be most advantageous. 
Then again a player with a light No 
Trump (such a ‘hand as Spades: A- 
x-x: Hearts: K-J-x; Diamonds: Q-J- 
x; Clubs: x-x-x-x) may pass instead 
of bidding, and as a result may lose a 
game-going opportunity; and it may 
be that in neither case would anyone 
at the table notice what might have 
been. The hands which should be bid 
initially have been subjected to the 
most scrutinizing and careful tests, 
and the resultant conventional system 
has proved in the long run to be a 
Therefore, when a player 
who a sound No Trump or a 
sound original suit-bid passes; he 
places his side at a disadvantage. 

One of the difficulties growing out 
of playing with a notorious underbid- 
der, is that his partner is tempted to

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What Has Happened to Justicer 


Justice Shifted to Aid Cake 
Eater Killers 


AVE you noticed that a new 
unwritten law is coming into 
custom in American life? 
The new unwritten law is 
that society must not execute 
youthful murderers. 


So far as the statutes are concern- 
ed, there is no such law on the books. 
Youths guilty of murder in the first 
degree are supposed to receive the ex- 
treme penalty, all things being equal. 
But actually this is not done. In the 
last few years we have had a great 
many young killers—Leopold and 
Loeb, Gordon Pirie, Roland McDon- 
ald, Willie Cavalier, Lester Gerten- 
berg, Frank McDowell, and now— 
Herbert Koerber. The new unwritten 
law has aided all of them. 

Some day perhaps this problem 
will be solved. Some day we will 
know, ‘perhaps, whether youths of .° 
should or-should not die ‘for their 


Swift and sure punishment. 

Criminologists agree that is the way 
to curb criminals. The low murder 
rate in Great Britain is said to be due 
to the fact that punishment is swift 
and certain. In this country we do 
not follow this policy; at least there 
is little evidence that we do. The 
murderer whose punishment is swift 
and sure is the exception to the rule. 

In the case of the Cake-Eaters jus- 
tice appeared to work with consider- 
able speed, and a great deal of to-do 
was made about the fact. Four of the 
boys were sentenced to serve twenty 
years to life, and the fifth, the leader, 
Herbert Koerber, who actually fired

murders. At present we do not know. 
Justice seems to think the way to 
handle such cases is to sentence the 
boys to death and then, later on, to 
reconsider. 

Is this a wise policy? Would it 
be better to give these young slay- 
ers life imprisonment in the first 
place, rather than drag the thing out 
through the usual delays and to the 
ultimate reconsideration? 

Is justice strengthened or weaken- 
ed by. this practice? 


“Why so many boys and girls of 


tender age embark upon careers ot 
crime has been discussed from many 
angles. Many reasons have been ad- 
vanced; blame has been placed in 
many quarters, some of it justified 
and some not. 

“The tacts we have to tace are that 
these youthful criminals are among 
us, and that they must be curbed. We 
must deal with effects as well as 
causes, and the best way to stop the 
criminal, whethef he be 17 or 57, ts 
to hand out swift and sure punish- 
ment.”’ 

The above is from an_ editorial 
which appeared in an eastern newspa- 
per last year after the five boys who 
came to be known as the Cake-Eater 
gang were arrested and arraignéd in 
connection with a series of holdups 
and the killing of a Jamaica, L> L, 
restaurant keeper, 


the killing shot, was sentenced to die 
in the electric chair. 

Swift and sure punishment. 

Justice Shifts. 

But in one instance punishment 
was not swift and sure. In the case 
of Koerber, the leader and the killer, 
justice decided to change-her mind, as 
she does so often in this country. 
Koerber won a new trial and now has 
gone back to: Sing Sing to serve 
twenty years to life, the same as his 
pals. 

The reason for saving Koerber was 
the fact that.he was only 18 vears 
old. Some readers may not. think 
that this should he -sufficient to save 
a murderer from the extreme penalty, 
but it is the custom in this country 
not to execute youthful killers. There 
does not seem to be anv indication 
that this custom will be changed. 

And that despite the fact that 
youthful killers are very much on the 
Increase. 

The murder of Angelo Mahairas 
occurred early in the morning of 
March 21, 1926. According to the 
cook in the restaurant, who was first 
held for the crime, Mahairas had been 
shot by three holdup men who enter- 
ed the place just before dawn. The 
robbers had taken $70 from. a cash 
box and $7 from one of two cash reg- 
isters. The other cash register hadn’t 
been touched. 

Ten minntes before this affair, it 


developed, two young men had held 
up and robbed an all-night lunch room 
in the same’ general vicinity. The 
proprietor said that six men had come 
to his place in a taxicab and had 
something to eat. When they had 
dined they went out, but two returned 
almost immediately. They got $15. 

The police worked swiftly. With- 
in a few days the young holdup men 
were rounded up. There were five, 
the eldest 19, the youngest 16, all 
products of New York, and of this 
new age of jazz and bootleg booze. 

Five boys, swaggering into the 
limelight: Koerber, 18: Gustave 
Fischer, 19; James Green, 18; Fred- 
erick Kellerman, 18, and Richard 
Daunt, 16.  Koerber’s home was in 
the Bronx, under the eternal roar of 
the “L,’’ Green came from Woodside, 
L. 1., and the other three were prod- 
ucts of Manhattan’s upper east side. 

All had been born in New York 
citv, and had lived the greater part 
of their lives in dingy, congested Sec- 
tions. In almost every respect they 
had tollowed the usual path to crim- 
Inalitv. Their growth -was like that 
of any number of young men now in 
jail or on the way to jail. It is an old 
Story. 

Koerber was the dressiest one of 
the lot, and it was largely his personal 
appearance that won the gang _ its 
name. He was a handsome boy in his 
wav. In some of his pictures he 
bears a resemblance to Georges Car- 
pentier, the French boxer, and in 
Others he looks like Dickie Loeb, of 
the Leopold-Loeb Case. His suits 
were of tricky cut, and he wore 
those patent leather pumps that have 
elastic on the sides. 

His dark hair of course was “plas- 
tered to his skull in true cake-eater 
fashion, and he had a way of drooping 
his eyelids languidly, as no doubt he 
had seen movie sheiks do on_ the 
screen. 

Koerber’s father deserted his fam- 
ily when the children were smell. 


nue, and then, due chiefly to his good 
looks, he obtained a job as a bell-hop, 
first at the Princeton club, and then 
the New York club. Later on he ceas- 
ed working. When his mother died, in 
1925, Herbie went to live with his 
grandmother in the Bronx. 


Herbie, as we may expect, had had 
many Sweethearts. The impulse to 
spend money on the girls contributed, 
as it usually does in cases like this, to 
his impulse to criminality. His latest 
sweetheart was Kitty Kraus, who 
lived near Third avenue. Her sister, 
Mary, was his elder brother John’s 
sweetheart. 

Now youth has always been pictur- 
ed as carefree and gayly adventurous, 
and it was so with Herbie and his pals. 
But their gaiety and adventurousness 
had an unwholesomeness about it that 
spelled, for them at least, ultimate dis- 
aster. Their youthhood came to be 
mostly a matter of drinking parties, 
dance halls, cabarets, taxicabs, and 
expensive girls. 

Koerber, Daunt and Green had 
been close friends for some_ time. 
Thev went with the same crowd and 
drank one another’s liquor. Green 
hadn’t a trade, but he had a wife. He 
had married five months before. He 
had been arrested for “unlawful en- 
trv,’ but escaped imprisonment—on 
account of his youth, no ‘doubt. 

Fischer, on the contrary, had a 
good job, for he was a printer’s ap- 
prentice and earned $42 to $48 a 
week. Kellerman had gone to the 
same school as Fischer and was also 
a typesetter. He had been arrested 
once for shooting craps. He had 
known Koerber years before but had 
met Daunt only two weeks previous 
to the holdup. 

The Cake-Eaters.

The story of that last wild party 
heeins late in the afternoon of March 
26 when Koerber, Green and Daunt 
were in the Kraus home. They be- 
gan drinking and in the course of the 
party, according to Koerber’s confes- 
sion to Assistant District Attorney 
Charles Froessel, Daunt and Green 
went down to the cellar and got the

Thereafter his mother, until she died, 
worked as a janitress on Second ave- 
nue, and his grandmother, Mrs. Annie 
Fitzgibbons, worked in the country 
and sent money from time to time.

His first job was as an errand boy 

for a chain grocery on Second ave- 


revolver and pistol which they kept 
there. 

“Then some fellows came and 
took us all to a show,” said Herbie 
the nonchalant. ‘‘We had some wine 
and then we got some whisky.

“When we left the Casino there 
was Fischer, Kellerman, Daunt and 
myself, and,one of the fellows said:

“He went into the back room and 
stuck his head in the icebox like he 
was going to get something. Then 
he turned around and shouted curses 
at us and tore at us, telling us to get 
out. I was the last one through the 
door, and he grabbed hold of me. The 
two of us fell. 

“I was on top, and I couldn’t 
really tell you what happened.” 

And neither could Angelo 
hairas, tell what happened, 
dead.

“From there we went to Ninety- 


Second street, and there we met my 
brother John and his girl and we had 
an argument.

Then we went 
to Jimmy Green’s house and had 
some more booze.” 

In his statement in the district at- 
tornev’s office Koerber said that the 
next suggestion one of the gang offer- 
ed was to go out and “‘stick up some 
places.”’ He later insisted that he and 
his associates had no _ intention of 
committing any crime when they 
started out. We may be pardoned if 
we say that we heard him the first 
time. 

So the boys piled into a 
Green’s house, with Green accom- 
panying them, and when this taxi 
proved too slow for our swift young 
conspirators they changed to another. 
They had some more liquor with 
them, but it soon gave out. They 
came to a lunch wagon and all went 
in. They ifivited the driver to come 
in too. 

Having eaten, the boys returned to 
the taxi and then Koerber, Daunt and 
Green, (according to Koerber) went 
back and held up the place. 

On the witness stand subsequently 
Herbie admitted under cross-examina- 
tion that earlier in the evening they 
had held up a chop suey establish- 
ment “‘just for fun.”’ 

Booze Gang. 

The boys were pleased with the 
way the lunch room man submitted 
to their orders, and they felt like con- 
tinuing the party. But as usual the 
booze had run out. They rode around, 
looking for a place to get some more 
whisky, and fina#tly stopped at the Ful- 
ton restaurant. 

“I couldn’t tell you whether it was 
Jamaica or not—that’s how much | 
know about it,” continued Koerber. 
“Jimmy Green and Daunt and I went 
in. The man was in the front of the 
place and we asked him if he had any 
whisky. He looked us over and said 
he’d get us some.

Charles W. Pound, pointed out that in 
cases where a defendant testified he 
was so intoxicated as not to know 
what he was doing, the trial judge 
must instruct the jury as to the lesser 
degree of crime permissible in a hom- 
icide. 

“There was a fellow asked me if 
l’d rather burn or get life imprison- 
ment,’’ he told a reporter who ac- 
companied him back to New York.

On February 11 Koerber was 
found guilty of murder in the second

escaped with your life,’ said County 
Judge Frank F.-Adel. ‘‘All the ele- 
ments of the case indicate that your 
crime was first degree murder, and I 
can assure you that only your age 
saved you from such a verdict.” 

Later Herbie thanked his lawyers. 
“You saved me from burning,” he 
said. “I got a good break.”’ On the 
way “up the river’ he remarked that 
the second trip was ‘‘a picnic com- 
pared to the first one.” 

When he was whisked away from 
the Ossining station between his 
guards he waved his hand dramatical- 
ly to the assembled flappers. It was 
his last gesture.

Yves says. ‘‘There 
is no labor harder than keeping one 
posture for a long period of time. 
Sometimes the greater the artist the 
more drastic his requirements. I have 
known of a famous master who kept a 
poor girl standing rigid until she col- 
lapsed.

“Unless they are weak- 
minded, models take the same matter- 
of-fact view of the body that the artists 
do. I never heard a snicker or a giggle 
in a classroom when a man or woman 
was posing in the nude. Mixed classes 
take the most casual attitude in the 
world toward undraped models. All 
part of the work. To the artist, even 
in embryo, the model is only a model. 
Rarely does he think of her as a 
woman. 

“Furthermore, while the artists are 
free-and-easy about some things, they 
would be the first to punish one of 
their number for taking advantage of

“How often you see a provincial or 
a tourist enter the studio of an artist 
friend, thrilled by the suggestion of in- 
timacy, and furtively on the lookout 
for mischief, and leave thoroughly dis- 
gusted by the matter-of-course attitude 
of the painter or the sculptor, to 
whom Yvonne or Delysia or Chloe ts 
just another of the’ properties of his 
workshop! 

“No misapprehension concerning 
artist life is more widespread than 
this; and none is more unjust to both 
models and artists, as every artist 
knows. Any danger that lies in the 
artist life is not there, you may be 
sure. The perils of undraped posing 
for artists of any standing are imagined 
by those least qualified to judge. 

“It is not so strange as it sounds. 
You don’t often hear of actors falling 
madly in love with the leading women 
whom they are obliged to kiss and 
fondle in the play. It would be too 
much like work.” 


There is no future in Paris for 
American girl models, even if they 
would content themselves with the low 
pay French girls save money on. 


Mile. Yves says that Latin types are 
preferred, even by expatriated Ameri- 
can and English artists, because of the 
traditions that hover over Montpar-

A few American girls earn their liv- 
ing posing. Most of the smart ones get 
out of it and become gown models, at 
higher pay. One or two have married 
successful painters. 

If there are few American models 
in Paris, there are many American 
artists, and of both sexes, according to 
Mile. Yves. Great things are expected 
of some of them. 

“The masters never know quite 
what to expect of an American stu- 
dent,”’ she says.

What if these “dangerous citizens 
should succeed in persuading the na- 
tions of the earth to settle their dit- 
ferences by an appeal to reason 
rather than by an appeal to brute 
violence. 

The militarists give indication by 
their desperation that they are wag- 
ing a losing fight: ‘Whom the Gods 
would destroy they first make mad.” 

According to President Coolidge 
our need as a nation is intellectual 
demobilization. In the recent move- 
ment towards further disarmament 
the official declaration from Wash- 
ington was: “The American govern- 
ment and people are convinced that 
competitive armaments constitute one 
of the most dangerous contributing 
causes. of international suspicion and 
discord and are calculated eventually 
to lead to war.” — 

This is evidence that the nations 
must pursue a different course, for 
there is the fallacy of the whole the- 
ory of preparedness. To be prepar- 
ed, the United States would have to 
have greater military strength not 
only than Germany, France and Eng- 
land, but greater than all possible

Any nation to be pre- 
pared would have to be stronger than 
all possible combinations, which re- 
duces it to an absurdity. The race of 
preparedness is the race of death. The 
only real preparedness must result 
from international relationships so 
that the nation is strong with the 
Strength of the entire group; | am an 
advocate of this kind of preparednesss 
and it is the only preparedness which 
will prevent war. 

In the early stage of society the 
only self-defense of the individual was 
his individual ability to fight, but I 
much prefer that self-defense . which 
the courts and law throw about me. 
So it must be with nations. There is 
no difference so great but that the 
nations can settle it without resorting 
to physical violence. 

Reactionaries suppose that every- 
thing has to continue as it has in 
the past. I wonder that some people 
do not break their necks looking back 
on the past. It is not a mere idiosyn- 
crasy—lI like to use a shorter word 
when it will do as well or better, it 
is idiocy. There are those who are 
always looking back on the past, but 
who never learn any wisdom from 
the past. They are like the old ne- 
gro who said, ‘““My mind kinder comes 
and goes,’’ only their minds mostly 
go. A poor shell-shocked soldier re- 
plied to an inquiry by saying, “I am 
getting on very well, I sleep and eat 
and feel all right, | don’t have any 
mind, but I don’t seem to miss it,” 
There are a number of controversial- 
ists today who do not use their mind 
and who do not seem to miss it. 

The time has come to put war ad- 
vocates on notice that we refuse to 
be browbeaten by any amount of 
bluff or bluster and that we will per- 
Sistengtly resist the cultivation of the 

war spirit for which we so roundly 
abused Germany in 1914. We now 
find this curious contrast between Ger- 
many and the United States. While 
Germany furnished a free biological 
mission to the Argentine republic in 
the interest of health, the United 
States sent to Brazil a naval mission 


of 36 officers, headed by a rear ad- 
miral, to train the republic in the arts 
of war. 

It is nothing short of stupidity to 
allow ourselves to drift towards an- 
other war. With increased methods 
of destructiveness in poison gas and 
death germs, whole cities could be de- 
stroyed in a few hours. It means race 
suicide. There would not be enough 
people left to hold memorial exer- 
cises. After all when shall we most 
reasonably expect to find the insidi- 
ous influence of the motive of mam- 
mon? 

Those whose livelihood are involv- 
ed in war may be expected to create 
a war scare. The munition makers 
are very fervent in their patriotism. 
They are prophets of the certainty of 
wars for the future because they de- 
sire that their future profits shall be 
certain. If war to these “‘patriotic’’ 
citizens meant financial loss or loss of 
life by a gas attack, they would be- 
come so pink in their pacifism that 
Tolstoi would look like a rampart 
militarist. 

They have a super-abundance of 
proxy patriotism. They are more 
than willing to furnish the guns and 
receive the gains. Their militarism 
after all is mammonism. Their pas 
triotism is located in the purse. They 
have no interest in the cultivation of 
peace so long as it interferes with 
their vested interests. The jingo pol- 
itician finds his opportunity in ap- 
pealing to the provincialism, parti- 
sanship and baser prejudices of the 
people. His politics and official po- 
sition and patriotism all blénd into 
one. He advocates the urgency of 
military preparation provided _ it 
means a preparation for his political 
position. He keeps one ear to the 
ground and both eyes on the main 
chance. The yellow newspapers see 
red. What if the rest of the world 
should combine against us and we 
Should not be ready? The yellow 
newspapers see the peril of the yellow, 
races, whereas our greatest peril is 
the yellow metal of commercial ex< 
ploiters. ;

“That is, when their people have 
money, or when they can swallow 
their pride and admit defeat easily. 

“There is another side to the pic- 
ture. Many American and English 
boys of no particular means fail as 
artists and still stay on.

Some become 
guides, and are on the payrolls of 
what I have heard an Iowan call the 
‘gyyp joints’ of Montmartre. Some 
take to drugs and disappear from the 
artists’ colony altogether. Once ina 
while one prostitutes his art and paints 
or draws the originals of those vile 
postcards that are for sale in all parts 
of Paris, | regret to say. 

“Of course, even such poor artists 
must have models, and there are girls 
to pose for them. So hard is it to 
generalize and praise or condemn a 
class.”

This picture, like the picture of the Wash- 
ington monument, is really more of a poster than 
a painting and I would treat it as such. 

Tne few trees in the foreground must be 
green. 

But for the rest, you can use such color com- 
binations as seem best suited for the occasion. 

You really have three distinct units to con- 
sider, the sky, the monasteries, and the rocks. 

Don’t color the original until you have taken 
a couple of sheets of paper and have tried them 
all out. 

With three colors you can get 1 x 2 x 3—6 
entirely different color effects. 

And if you want to do the job well, I would 
advise you to make six originals of your own and 
try them out six different times. 

You will have to be a little methodical in 
this and for example if you want to use yellow 
anu red and blue, you had better make a mathe- 
matical chart:

Soon, however, such an_ existence 
seemed too tame to the more energetic 
leaders of the new cult and they went to 
live on the top of an old pillar or at the 
bottom of a dried up well. Others prompted 
by a desire for greater safety and perhaps 
by wish for the sound of an occasional hu- 
man voice, built themselves monasteries on 
the tops of the steep rocky pinnacles that 
are found in the northern part of Greece 
and there, far away from the turmoil of this 
wicked world they lived lives of such com- 
plete dreaminess and uselessness that it led 
them into all sorts of strange mental abera- 
tions and turned many of them into hopeless 
of 30.

And no wonder.
